A Resident Recalls: 


History Of Santa Cruz Avenue 
Brings Up Colorful Memories 


By EDNA CRANE-BURCHFIELD 

After almost 80 years of being a 
q@et country road, Santa Cruz ave- 
nue is now a wide street of beauti- 
ful, modern stores. A brief flurry 
of building, mostly store fronts on/ 
houses, follewed World War I as 4 
result of Camp Fremont. Santa 
Cruz avenue was not ready to be a 
business street however and settled 
back once again as a residential 
road. 

Many of Menlo Park’s pioneer 
families built homes here. Descend- 
pts of those families are still living 
in some of these houses. 

On the corner of Santa Cruz 
and El Camino, now a used car lot, 
stood a wooden building with a 
wide porch along the front. This 
was the Duff and Doyle general 
Merchandise Store. It was just 
that. They carried everything 
from a “pot lifter to a plow”. There 
were no package goods in those 
days; everything came out of 
boxes or barrels. They usually got 
in bolts of calico in the spring and 
each year every kid in Menlo Park 
was dressed in the same color and 
pattern. 

The store was founded by Murtha 
Doyle. When he-died he left the 
store to his nephew, James R. 
Doyle, who moved from San Mateo 
to run the store. He took in as a 
partner M. F. Duff, a Canadian who 
had worked in the store with the 
original owner. Early in the 1900’s 


, this store was moved across the 


street, where Ryan’s Hardware store 
, Gow stands and a new two story 
brick building was erected on the 
origina) site. 

The lower floor was occupied by 
the Duff and Doyle Store and the 
upper floor was used for traveling 
shows that came to town, for local 
shows and later as lodge rooms for 
the Menlo Park Masonic lodge. The 
Native Daughters met in one of the 
smaller rooms, which were also used 
for church services by the church 
mow located on Oak Grove avenue 
and Mills street. This building took 
a severe rocking during the earth- 
quake of 1906. Martin McCarthy 
ran a grocery store in the building 
until it was condemned and torn 
down when El Camino was widened. 

Both the Duff and Doyle fam- 
ilies lived on Santa Cruz avenue. 


| The Duffs, at different times, 


lived in two small houses before 
| they built the large house on El 
' Camino near Roble—now used for 
@tores and offices. 
James Doyle moved his family 
' into the large two-story home, built 
» by John MacBain on Santa Cruz 
| avenue. This became an apartment 
| house in later years. It was bought 
i recently by Al Giannotti and torr. 
' down to make room for new stores. 
The house directly back of the 
Duff and Doyle store was occupied 
by P. H. “Patsy” McEvoy and his 
family. He was a brother of Sheriff 
i ®Whil McEvoy of Redwood City. 
i P. H. McEvoy served for several 
; terms as county supervisor. Some 
' years before this house was destroy- 
' ed by fire, the McEvoys had moved 
to the Fitzgerald house opposite the 
Menlo railroad depot. Years later, 
; after the children were married, 
| P. H. McEvoy and his wife moved 


and killed by an automobile. 
The next house was built by P. J. 


rick’s Cathedral in San Francisco 
and lived for a time in Halfmoon 


to Oakland, where both wefe struck 


Maloney for his bride Nora O’Con-; 
or. They were married in St. Pat-' 


Menlo. This house was later oc- 
cupied by members of another pio- 
neer family, the Bracescos. They 
moved some years ago to Valpar- 
aiso avenue. The original house 
has been torn down. 

William Hammerson, a blacksmith 
lived in the next house beyond the) 
Doyle home. In recent years thi 
was used as an apartment house, 
later as a camera shop. It has| 
been torn down. One of Hammer- 
son’s daughters, Nellie, married the 
late John. Poole, for many years a 
San Mateo county supervisor. 

The next place was the Presby- 
terian Church property. The manor: 
house was orcupied by 


Stanford professor, a German nam- 
ed Goebel. Later, May and Louise 
Daly lived here. Louise was a kin- 
dergarten teacher in the local school. 

Across Chestnut street lived Mr. 
and Mrs. William Chappell, with 
two granddaughters, Ida and Amy 
and a grandson, William. 

The next building was where 
William Hammerson had his 
blacksmith shop. Bicycles were 
popular about this time and Ham- 
merson was driven to distration 
when kids tore by the open door 
of his smithy. He would be stand- 
ing by some big Belgian horse, 
with the animal’s hind leg on his 
lap, when seme youngster would 
flash by on a bike, making a roar 
of noise and scattering gravel in 
all directions. The horse would 
let fly and Hammerson all but 
had to pick himself off the oppo- 
site wall with a putty knife. A lit- 
tle broken glass, carefully scat- 
tered, put a stop to the bike rid- 
ing in front oi his shop. 

The next house and the two-story 
house on the corner were owned by 
Bertrand Blanchard, who had a 
butcher shop (for many years the 
only one in town.) This is another 
case of Menlo’s scions of pioneer 
families living in the original home 

. Something to marvel at in this 

day of change and hurry. Frank 
Thompson’s little daughters are the 
fourth generation of the Blanchard 
family to live in the old home on 
the corner of Santa Cruz and Chest- 
nut. 

Across the street were three hous- 
es owned by Mrs. Martin Sullivan. 


She lived in one and rented the}: 


others. Next door lived Mr. and 
Mrs. George Poole, with their fam- 
ily. Their daughter, Nellie, worked 


in the postoffice for Jane Loveland,}: 


postmaster. 

In the next house another old 
time Menlo family live, Mr. and 
Mrs. Gordon Boles. Interested in 
flowers, their garden has always 
been a thing of beauty. They have 
three daughters, Jeanne, Rose and 
Elizabeth. 


In early days the next house was! 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. John, 
Moriarty. They had a large fam-. 


ily. Mrs. George Shine of Woodside 
was Margaret Moriarty. Nellie mar- 
ried Frank Fromhertz and Minnie 
married Thomas Boyd. 

The next place, now Larry Dris- 
coll’s home, was the family home of 
the Charles Weedens. One son of 
that family, the late Harry Weeden, 
was Mayor of Menlo Park. 

The last house on the avenue was 
owned by the Bracesco8. Of that 
original family only Frank Bracesco 
and his wife live in Menlo. They 
have a home on Valparaiso. 

This brings us to the end of San- 


ta Cruz avenue, in town. Out near 
Holy Cross Cemetery were several 
large homes. C. W. Smith, the 
Boles, Gibson and Varney families 
had homes on the south side of the 
avenue. 

In view of the rapid growth of 
Santa Cruz avenue, any prediction 
of future glory for the street would
